CKNTKNNIAL PARES. 


A few suggestions as to the policy 


that might bo pursued in connection 
•with the Centennial exhibition with 
probable profit to the railroads and 
certain proflt and largo pleasure of 
the general public are made by the 
Sacramento [feraltl: "If the railroads 
would arrango to sell excursion tick- 
ets to and from Philadelphia, good 
from the first of April to the last of 
October, at one-half the regular rates 
of fare a great favor and pleasure 
•would be conferred upon the people, 
and unquestionably result in snch an 
increase of patronage to the roads 
that they would find their aggregate 
profits increased by tho operation. 
Undoubtedly there aro many wealthy 
people in this State who will visit the 
exhibition even though prices are 
ko^t up at the present rates but there 
are' many thousands of others who 
would like to visit Philadelphia, but 
can not afford to do so at the present 
prices for passage. These are the 
people who can afford to spend from 
.$300 to 8200 for the purpose, and no 
more, and their name in this State is 
Legion, while of those who can afford 
-to spend 81,000 and upward there 
*re comparatively but a few. 
At half 


rates there would be four passengers 
where there will be only one at full 
rates, thus doubling the receipts of 
the railroads without increasing their 
•expenses more than 25 per cent, at 
the farthest. An increase of receipts 
to the extent of 100 per cent., with 
•only an increase of 25 per cent, in 
expenses, as we feel assured would 
be the case should half rates be ac- 
corded, would seem to leave a large 
margin for increased profits to the 
railroad

est to learn perfectly of any on tb 
earth. It is a mental intpossibilit 
to be a perfect speller in this Ian 
guoge, for with its silent letters an 
its exceptions to rules, it makes 
necessary for one to learn each ind 
vidual word by itself independent o 
all others. 
Webster, the lexiao 


grapher, recognized this and tried t 
introduce 
the 
phonetic 
system 


which arbitrarily discards all silen 
letters, but he was laughed to soor 
and gave up the idea, but not unt 
he had effected some reforms an 
improvements. The English speak 
ing world would no doubt endorse 
movement that would effect a reform 
in the orthography of the language 
If, say, three commissioners wer 
appointed by each nation to mee 
and make rules for spelling and the 
publish a standard dictionary whicl 
should follow those rules without a: 
exception, we believe in twenty year 
the new style would be adopted by 
the English speakers universally. 


The mode of spelling is constantly 


changing. 
Improvements are im 


perceptibly creeping in, and in 
short time common usage make them 
correct. 
This will continue unti 


all objectionable words are modified 
but will take a long time. Why noi 
effect this change all at once ? Some 
urge that the written language wouli 
not look as well then as now. This 
objection will not hold good. Wo 
do not mean to run to the extreme 
that Josh Billings does, but to modi- 
fy all words that have silent letters 
in them. 
This will be done some 


day, we firmly believe, then why not 
in the present? Let us have a lan- 
guage we can master.

Change* In Poitajr*. 


In 1792 the first postage act was 


passed in this country. Every sepa- 
rate sheet of paper, large oi» small, 
without reference to weight, was 
considered a letter, and two or three 
small pieces in one envelope paid 
double or triple postage. The low- 
est rate was six cents to places within 
thirty miles, eight cents within sixty 
miles, ten within one hundred miles, 
and so on up tc places with four hun- 
dred and fifty miles, the postage then 
being twenty-five cents. In 1789 a 
new law was passed changing the 
rates. 
The lowest rate was eight 


cents, and the lowest distance was 
forty miles. In 1816 the minimum 
rates were again reduced to six cents, 
and the distance to thirty miles, only 
five rates being established. Eigh- 
teen and one-half cents carried four 
hundred miles, and for a longer dis- 
tance twenty-five cents wero charged. 
These rates continued until 1845, 
when the first material reduction 
took place. Five cents became the 
postage of letters carried a distance 
of less than three hundred miles, and 
ten cents for a greater distance. At 
the same time tho drop letter system 
was introduced, the postage on suoh 
being fixed at two cents. 
In 1845 


tho half ounce weight was made a 
standard innteud of the number of 
sheets. In 1851 the single rate was 
made three cents for all distances un- 
der three thousand miles, and six 
cents for greater distances, if prepaid 
this being the first inducement held 
out to prepay postage. Unpaid let 
era were charged five and ten 
sents, according to distance. 
In 


L855 prepayment was required, the 
rates remaining the same. In 1863 
he present rate of three cents, pre- 
laid, all distances, was established.

CKNTKNNIAL PARES. 


A few suggestions as to the policy 


that might bo pursued in connection 
•with the Centennial exhibition with 
probable profit to the railroads and 
certain proflt and largo pleasure of 
the general public are made by the 
Sacramento [feraltl: "If the railroads 
would arrango to sell excursion tick- 
ets to and from Philadelphia, good 
from the first of April to the last of 
October, at one-half the regular rates 
of fare a great favor and pleasure 
•would be conferred upon the people, 
and unquestionably result in snch an 
increase of patronage to the roads 
that they would find their aggregate 
profits increased by tho operation. 
Undoubtedly there aro many wealthy 
people in this State who will visit the 
exhibition even though prices are 
ko^t up at the present rates but there 
are' many thousands of others who 
would like to visit Philadelphia, but 
can not afford to do so at the present 
prices for passage. These are the 
people who can afford to spend from 
.$300 to 8200 for the purpose, and no 
more, and their name in this State is 
Legion, while of those who can afford 
-to spend 81,000 and upward there 
*re comparatively but a few.

rates there would be four passengers 
where there will be only one at full 
rates, thus doubling the receipts of 
the railroads without increasing their 
•expenses more than 25 per cent, at 
the farthest.

Change* In Poitajr*. 


In 1792 the first postage act was 


passed in this country. Every sepa- 
rate sheet of paper, large oi» small, 
without reference to weight, was 
considered a letter, and two or three 
small pieces in one envelope paid 
double or triple postage. The low- 
est rate was six cents to places within 
thirty miles, eight cents within sixty 
miles, ten within one hundred miles, 
and so on up tc places with four hun- 
dred and fifty miles, the postage then 
being twenty-five cents. In 1789 a 
new law was passed changing the 
rates. 
The lowest rate was eight 


cents, and the lowest distance was 
forty miles. In 1816 the minimum 
rates were again reduced to six cents, 
and the distance to thirty miles, only 
five rates being established. Eigh- 
teen and one-half cents carried four 
hundred miles, and for a longer dis- 
tance twenty-five cents wero charged. 
These rates continued until 1845, 
when the first material reduction 
took place. Five cents became the 
postage of letters carried a distance 
of less than three hundred miles, and 
ten cents for a greater distance. At 
the same time tho drop letter system 
was introduced, the postage on suoh 
being fixed at two cents. 
In 1845 


tho half ounce weight was made a 
standard innteud of the number of 
sheets. In 1851 the single rate was 
made three cents for all distances un- 
der three thousand miles, and six 
cents for greater distances, if prepaid 
this being the first inducement held 
out to prepay postage. Unpaid let 
era were charged five and ten 
sents, according to distance. 
In 


L855 prepayment was required, the 
rates remaining the same. In 1863 
he present rate of three cents, pre- 
laid, all distances, was established.

men were on the top of Jamison's 
wetting the roof with buckets when 
the Ore broke out between them and 
the ladder. They escaped with burn- 
ed Imir and blistered hands and faces. 


The citizens were profuse in their 


oilers of shelter and aid to those who 
were so suddenly deprived of shelter, 
and all were soon comfortable situ- 
ated.
